A DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 


MAN AND WIF E ARE 
BOT H 
KILLED 


Th e Date o f th e Fu n eral No t Yet 
Decided Up o n . 


As usual the first printed announcement 
of the death of Vice-President Hendricks 
was made in the late edition of T h e S t a b , 
yesterday evening, and the city was thrown 
into a state yf wild excitement by the news. 
The following are the details of the last hoars 
^and death of the great Hoosier statesman: 
His death was totally unexpected by the pub­ 
lic at large, at least, though the general opin­ 
ion is tha t members of h is family and more 
intimate friends kuow that he was in very 
frail health. 
On Tuesday night the vice- 
president and Mrs. Hendricks 
attended a 
reception at the residence of Hon. J . J . 
Cooper, and after he came home he com­ 
plained of severe pains in 
his side and 
stomach. 
A doctoiv was called in early in 
the 
morning 
and after 
taking 
an emet­ 
ic 
Mr. 
Hendricks 
concluded 
to 
remain 
in his room all day. 
He received no calls 
during tbe day, but at 5 o'clock Mrs. Hen­ 
dricks left the room fo* a few moments to 
receive a caller in the parlor. 
She was de­ 
tained longer than she expected, and when 
she returned she found Mr. Hendricks dead. 
The end evidently came peacefully, as there 
were no evidences observable of a painful 
struggle, and for this reason the doctor con­ 
cluded the cause must have been heart dip 'se 
and not apoplexy, which would have cuwed 
more or less facial distortion. 
The news 
spread throughout Indianapolis in a few min­ 
utes and ihe fire bells were tolled sixty-six 
strokes, one for each year of his life. 
Mrs. Hendricks became almost distracted 
with grief and it was an hour or more before 
she became sufficiently composed to give any 
information about her husband's last mo­ 
ments. 
The family servants, two of whom 
had lived with them for years, ran about the 
house crying and moaning and there was the 
utmost confusion for a time. 
When the news was bulletined down town 
it was generally discredited and in a very few 
minutes 1 0 0 or more of Mr. Hendricks’s 
close political and personal friends had hur­ 
ried to the house. 
Very soon a great crowd 
collected around the entrance, and on the 
street it was found necessary to refuse ad­ 
mission to any and all comers except the im­ 
mediate relatives. 
Dr. Thompson 
said in his opinion the 
death was caused by paralysis of the brain, 
but it would take an autopsy to establish the 
cause beyond question. For several years Mr. 
Hendricks had 
not been in 
very 
pood 
health, but there were no fears of anything 
serious until recently. 
While in Washington 
during the last session of eongrcss he was 
overwork« d and almost worn out by the press 
of political matters and upon his return home 
he signified his intention of laying aside all 
public business this summer and devoting the 
time to recreation. 
He spent three weeks at 
Atlantic City iwhing, bathing and yachting and 
then came west and went to the northern lake 
resorts a n! afterward to the Miami reservoir 
in Ohio on a fishing expedition. 
He returned 
from there two weeks ago and at the time said 
that he never felt better in his life. 
Mr. Hendricks had only been dead a few 
minutes when forces of men began draping 
the public buildings, state and municipal, in 
mourning. 
All the ministers in Indianapolis 
will to -d a y make appropriate mention o f Mr. 
Hendricks’s death, while memorial services 
will be held at the Episcopal church, of 
which deceased was a member. 
Ex-Senator 
J oseph E. McDonald, who, with Mr. H en­ 
dricks, has shared the honors of his party in 
this state, said last night: “ No man in his day 
occupied a higher or more conspicuous posi­ 
tion in his pa rt/or in public life than did Mr. 
Hendricks, and very few public men have 
had their official conduct less criticised than 
he. 
I think Mr. Hendricks is fairly entitled 
to tho good name he has wrought out for him­ 
self in both public and private circles, and his 
death leaves a void in political and 'social cir­ 
cles in Indiana that will not soon or easily be 
filled.” 
Like expressions were heard on all sides 
from leading members of both, parties. 
Mr. Hendiickc had no near relatives except 
a brother who lives at Shelbyville, Ind., aud 
a sister, the wife of Dr. Winslow E. Pierce of 
X.-w York.

Vnclrews Hendricks. 
Thomas Andrews Hendricks, vice president 
of the United States, was born naar Zanes­ 
ville, 0» , Sept. 7, 1 81 9 . 
On* the maternal 
side he is of Scotch descent. 
His mother. 
•J ane Thomson, was a granddaughter of J ohn 
Thomson, who emigrated from Scotland to 
Pennsylvania before the revolution, and by 
bis representations of tho advantagrs of the 
country induced a large following of Scotch­ 
men, by whom Cumberland county was chiefly 
settled. Thomas’s grandfather was one of the 
pioneer settlers of Westmoreland county, Pa., 
and held various township and county offices 
aud was a member of the state legislature. 
J ohn Hendricks, the father of Thomas, was j 
bora in Ligonier valley and not long after his j 
marriage moved to Zanesville, O., and on a 
farm near that place Thomas was born. 
When he was t> months old his parents re­ 
moved to Madison, Ind., then the residence of 
his uncle, Wm. Hendricks, who was success­ 
ively a member of congress, governor of the 
state and United States senator. 
J ohn H en­ 
dricks was appointed by President J ackson a 
deputy surveyor of public lands, and long 
served in that capacity. 
In 1 8.‘? 2 he re­ 
moved again, and located a homestead in the 
then sparsely settled county of Shelby, and 
the county town, Shelbyville, is upon a part 
of the old Hendrieks farm. 
1 n this house Thomas A. Hendricks passed 
his boyhood until 1 887. when he entered 
Hanover college, at Hanover, Ind., from 
which he was graduated in 18*11. 
His 
brother, Abram Hendricks, went through the 
course of the University of Ohio and at Han­ 
over, and became a Presbyterian clergyman. 
Thomas went to Chambersburg, Pa., studied 
law in the office of his uncle, J udge Thomp­ 
son, was admitted to the bar in 1 84 3 , and 
returned to Shelbyville to practice. 
His suc­ 
cess in his profession was phenomenal. 
In 
1 84 5 lie married Eliza C. Morgan. 
They 
have no children their only son having died 
in infancy. 
In the same year, at the age of 
2(>, he was sent to the state legislature, where 
he served one term, but he would not accept 
a re-election. 
In 1 85 1 he was elected with­ 
out opposition a member of the convention 
that was called to revise and amend the state 
constitution ef Indiana, and was prominent 
and efficient in that woi k. 
In 1 85 1 , and again in .1853, he was a 
member of congress from the Fifth district of 
Indiana. 
At the close of his second term lie 
intended to return to his law practice, but 
President Pierce appointed him commissioner 
of the general land office, and he served in 
that capacity for four years, administering the 
affairs of the office with great ability. 
In 
1 80 0 he was nominated as Democratic can­ 
didate for the governorship of Indiana, but 
was defeated by the Republican candidate, 
Henry S. Lane, who became governor by 
9 ,75 7 majority. 
In the same year Mr. H en­ 
dricks removed from Shelbyville to Indian­ 
apolis, where, in 18G2, ho, formed a law 
partnership with Oscar B. Hord, extended in 
186(> to Mr. Hendricks’s cousin, Colonel A. 
W. H endricks, under the firm title of Hen­ 
dricks, Hord & Hendricks. 
From 1 8G3 to March, 18G9 , Mr. Hen­ 
dricks was a member of the United States 
senate from Indiana, and was regarded as a 
Democratic leader in that body. 
He served 
efficiently on the committee on claims, the 
judiciary, public lands and naval affairs. 
He 
strongly opposed the Republican plan of re­ 
construction, and opposed the amendments to 
the constitution as being hasty. 
He did not 
wish to hinder the progress of rational set­ 
tlements of great difficulties, but wanted to 
make haste slowl}\ 
In 1 80 4 he advocated 
and voted for large appropriations to bring 
the war to a close, and spoke eloquently in

Tn J uly, 1S74, he was permanent chairman 
of the state Democratic convention at Indian­ 
apolis. 
In the national Democratic conven­ 
tion at St. Louis in J une, 1 870 , he received 
bj votes for the presidential nomination, 
and, when Samuel J . Tildeu was nominated, 
he received 73 0 out of 73 8 votes as candi­ 
date for the vice presidency. 
In 1 877, and again in 1883, accompanied 
by Mrs. Hendricks, he made a brief tour in 
Europe as a relaxation from his 
arduous 
professional pursuits.

a mem­

of 
the national Democratic conven­ 
tion 
at 
Chicago, in J uly, 
1 884 , and in 
behalf of the 
Indiana delegation 
nomi­

A member of a firm of leading wholesale 
druggists remarked last week that no matter 
what-business in general might bo paying, 
there"was noihing particularly exhilarating in 
the drug trade, and this induced the hearer to 
make some inquiry aud an ex-retail druggist 
let fe a flood of light on the subject. 
Ho 
stated that he had no doubt that some drug­ 
gists made money, aud he mentioned several 
■more in the heart of tho city who he supposed 
are accumulating, and some doubtless make 
more money outside of their drug sales than 
inside of them. 
“ ’Tis not exactly so,“ said the ex-druggist, 
but I can tell you that during the long period 
of depression between 1881 aud the fall of 
1885, many people who formerly consulted a 
doctor when their digestive apparatus got out 
of oj-der, ceased to do so, and began to diag- 
liese for themselves. 
Taking experience as a 
basis for operations, they remembered that 
epsom salts would remove obstructions, and 
was credited with a tendency to cool the 
blood. 
Formerly they paid a doctor $ 1 to 
look at their tongues, feel their pulse and 
indite a few cabalistic characters to them, 
which. when presented to a druggist,procured 
a laxative at a cost ranging from 25 to 50 
cents.

office, tie sumo shall devolve on the vice- 
president, and the cong ress may, by law pro­ 
vide for the case of removal, death, resig na­ 
tion, or inability, both of the president 
and 
vice-president, declaring ...what officer shall 
then act as president aisajieuch officer shall 
act according ly, until theTHsability be remov­ 
ed, or a president shall be elected. 
Cong ress has enacted that: 
In ease of removal, death, resig nation or 
Inability of both the president and vice pres­ 
ident of the United States, the president of 
the senate, or if there is none, then the 
speaker of the house of representatives for 
the time being , shall act as president until 
the disability is removed or a president 
elected. 
The law further provides that on the death 
or inability of both the president and vice 
president the secretary of state shall notify 
the g overnors of the different states. 
If the 
terms of the president and vice president last 
elected shall not expire on the 3d of March 
next ensuing , an election shall be held thirty-
